Miniatures  are  a  new  type,  many  of  which  were  introduced  a  few  years  ago 
from  England.  They  are  larger  than  pompons  and  their  bright  and  unusual 
color  combinations  come  in  peony  and  decorative  types  and  many  are  the  im 
formal  decoratives  which  ma\e  them  very  attractive  because  of  the  irregularity 
of  form.  They  are  so  graceful  and  charming  the  public  simply  fall  for  them 
wherever  they  are  exhibited.  The  bushes  are  a  mass  of  blooms  from  the  be' 
ginning  to  the  end  of  the  season. 

The  English  Singles  are  very  pretty  and  quite  in  a  class  by  themselves. 
They  are  open' centered,  single  in  form  having  only  one  row  of  ray  florets. 
They  are  stately  and  artistic  and  especially  adapted  to  table  decoration. 

The  Anemone  is  also  opemcentered  with  a  single  row  of  ray  florets  but  with 
tubular  disc  florets  forming  a  pincushion  effect.  These  are  dainty  and  pretty. 

Once 
you  have  grown  any  of  these  varieties  you  will  be  charmed  with  them.
